It might be this f iolation, of it might be that 
there was a relation opened between myself and 
tbe ipvisible world, certain it is that the result 
upon my mind wes alinoet iníatuation, which 
gave me the stroogcet desire to pars away from 
the carth to tbe unkoown land.

besuty that dist:oguished it when first ushered 
into the workl-tbrough the iogenulty of che me- 
chanic. Life, then, 2 composed of opposing 
or antagonistic forces, ie well worthy oj careful 
study, to determine why it is tbat we first have 
growth, then decay, resulting floally in the com · 
piete dissipation of everything the eye can 
sce. Change is written oa all thiage, The 
shrub becomes a treo; the bad & besutiful blos-. 
som; the seed geraipales and produces a gol- 
den stalk ; the. works of Nature ‘aroucd us secm 
u be occupied constantly ia producing changes 
Thus it bas been, and thus it ever will be in na- 
ture, But what che but Nature? Point to those 
gems ot Higbt that twinkle around about us mil- 
lions of mike away; drink from the bubbling 
spring; breathe the pure 'air; eat thc food that 
it placed before. you—all of these are found 
within the realm of Nature. Then, we ask you, 
who is our Mother? Witbin us are’ all tbe 
fo1e8 of Nature—tben can Dot che claim us as 
ber chikiren? Tals subject is plaio, and needs 
no elucidation. Look. al Nature, theo. look at 
man, sod you flud shat within the latter are 
concentrated all the forces of the former, then 
can we pot truibfully my. Nature our Mother, 
God our Fatber, all humanity our brothers! 
Such must ba the natural conclusion. Examine, 
then, the forces of Nature, learn tbe character of 
their action and the wonderful phenomena 
they manifest, and thea you learn that much of 
ber chikiteb. 

Ii waukl be well to consider abotber question 
lo connection beremith. Are the forces of Na · 
ture governed by immutable laws? The an · 
aner comte cchoing from millions cf hearts, yes. 
But we change thal question & lite, fur we 
koow that in Nature there are no abstract laws, 
puch as govern an empire, republic or city. 
'Thercin philosopbere in the past bave greatly 
erred. They talk glibly of lawe,—of law of 
gra vl aon, of aiuacuom and repulalon, and con- 
alder, them abstract in their nature, when [n fact 
therc«are no abstract. laws, Matter. governs it. 
ecif; it fea law unto itself, and opcraies on 
the prince pies, at it were, of independent aor. 
ercignty, The matter is the law. Ii it is more 
convenient to apply the Dama of gravitation 
thereto, do $0; but [n no cise imagine that 
there la aby such ihing ip natu:e as ap abstract 
law, for there is not. 

lo atlaJing to Nature's force, we shall use for 
convenience sake, the term “law” a4 anab- 
siract qaaltity; yet we wish to be understood 
in all cases as bclieving that tbere is no such 
thlug in Nature, and thal matter ls à law unto 
itself, call it by whatever dame you will. 

In Nature, the same result is invariably pro- 
duced. The acern produces the oak; the seed 
the plant that seems to bave been designed jor 
it by the combination of forces or elementa 
that it embraces, Tocse torces work in a uni - 
furm mauoer, in accordance with e law Immu- 
tab‘e io ite action and certalo in lu results. Ad- 
mitting this position, we desire to ark any lutelll - 
gent mind, if, «ben these f,rces are transferred 
lo the physical organized, lbey are not «qual. 
ly as Immutable lo their action and as certain 
tu thelr meults? Ef not, tien. tbe whole fabric 
of Nature le governed by uncertalo lawa; the 
sun ls likely to fide away la the heavens, Jear- 
ing us tb grope la dark dess: there is no cer- 
taintyAbat tbe earth will long travel ln ita pres- 
ent orbit, or that reed time aod bsrvest will con. 
tinue; the very heavens that gluten with in- 
numerable worlds may iade away leaving & 
blank that future ages will not cue to sup. 
ply; tbe moon thateepds her genial raye to 
ligbteo tbe hours of night, may take a notion to 
glart m trip to--the Pleiádes, to witness the 
grandcuf ol the central sun. Without Jaw ua- 
erring in ita action, what confusion would pre 
vall But you will sever witness anarchy in 
Nature. It pever has been witnesscd und never 
will. Now, koowing full well that Nature's 
forces are unerring in e and result wt 
would like to bave sume one present « plausible 
reason to. show that whro transferred to tho 
pbysical organization, they ar- not egoally on, 

Jo this usion, jben, thst Nature's forces 
arc (mmusable rang, whethes. mabifesi.d La 
plants, trees, animsle or rep, we prepare our- 
cites to receive still graoder truths, 

ln Nature wo fied ove element absenrblog or 
subduing others. The very tres cute the farth, 
tbe little plant preys on the air; lo fact, through. 
out the vast domain of Nature, we find one tle-

oibers The sugar cane uses soch elements as 
its usture demands, The blade of grass, how- 
aver, leta these elementa alone that the sugar 
cane wes warring wilh, enslaving and eating, 
and with its own inberent forces subdues other 
elements edapted to iu wants. Thur. lo Nature 
we fipd a seeming antagonism—one element 
preying of of, and subduing to iu own wants, 
older elemenu—abd they in turn,perbaps, te- ab- 
ewbing what they gave forth, thus maiotaín- 
ing through the vast fields of Nature a pertect 
equilibrium. This sstagonism in Nature, is 
transmitted to animale, and flaally to man. The 
avimals, true to the forcea within them, eat 
each other; and fnal man, still true to that 
seme force, ests the animals. 

We will visit our kind parent. Nature. our 
Mother, greets us with a bappy, j»yous smile, 
and then discloses to our eoraptured vision a 
panorama of the forcesat her command. First, 
& physical organization, & man, complete and 
perfect in all bia parts was presented belore us. 
She saya, “ You fiod there all the forces or ele- 
ments that] possess, hence be i$ my cuild. 
Thetcírom la an outgrowth that ia immortal, for 
in that outgrowtb are ail the clements,and a per- 
fect «quilibrium is established, bence there can 
be no death to that, for there la 50 clement lef, 
out to disturb the equilibriam ot it" Here, 
then, was a grand mystery solved, why man is 
immortal All the forces of Nature are barmo- 
viously wedded togetber-- none are left out to 
isturb-tbe cquillbrium that exiets, hence there 
la no reason why bo should not live throughout 
all eternity. If one element was omitted in tbe 
grand make up, it would endanger the existence 
of the whole. But the constituent parts of all 
being united togetber, no disturbasce can 
tLen ever posmibly exist in their outgrowth. 
Thus, in tavestigeting tae forces of which we are 
composed, we learn somethiug of our own na- 
ture ; the mystery which bung over it likea 
dark cloud, becomes dissipaled, and we e there- 
in the sume mani stations of wisdom that we no- 
tice ip the external world. Thus ánward, ever 
onward, we will travel, gathering from the 
ocean of Infinity a pebble here and u pebble 
there, each one rethctisg the illimitable gras · 
deur of those fields that still lie beyond.

misdelneanor, whose life has been characterized 
by wickedncss, or who contemplate doing some 
vile act, sometimes repeat, or fic) remoise for 
what they bave done,or what (bey comtemplate 
doing. It appears that God, to whose infinite 
wisdom ali tbe laws that govern the universe 
poiot for their origin, had contemplated some 
evil toward his own people, and ecneing the 
poigoapcy of feeling that rcmorse of conscience 
always imparts, be repenud. This may be 
clasad se a ein of omission,” of which ibe 
Lord referred to in tbe Bible was guilt [t is 
clear, however ,that if bo bad contemplated com- 
mitting & crime, of Gcetroying or molesting his 
people in & manner not dictat:d by jostice, and 
did repent, there must bare been some power 
higher than himself, to whom be coukl make 
known his wishes and ask forgiveness. Now, 
it would lol k exceedingly foolish for & supreme 
power to repent of any act, unlees some one 
higber than himself in the scale of existence, to 
whom be is accountable, The child gricves as 
if ite littl beart would break, and the ble 
round teats pes over its checks indicating 
Us inward emotions, when it acts in disobedi- 
ence to ite patents wishes, We hare as good 
reason «to beleve that the Lond spoken of in 
thle pasmge of Scripture, wes seusible that 


there was & person abore. bin to. whom he. 


was reapansible, and to whom he must repent, 
consquebily he felt gticved at the “ein of 
omission," of which he was guilty. 

Iftbe Lord spoken of above was really luf · 
nite in wisdom, p'fwer and love, thcte could 
bare been no onc besides bim, cunsequeutly bia 
npestacce could do m puestbie good, only 
giving satsíactory evideoce that be was not 
omaiscient, giving foom of course, for wisdom 
and power outside of bim. We have now, 
the Father, Son, and Holy Ghoat--three in one. 
Now the question might be well asked, was 
this Lord spoken of, the Father, Sop, or ][oly 
Ghost? The Son waa" begotten from the lounda. 
uon of the world," but whelber be was at the 
time designated in the passage of the Bible 
above alluded to, ectually with the Father apd 
Holy Gboat, aa an Individualized entity, we 
know pot. It seems, however, that the one speak- 
ing of repentiog must bare been the Father, 
who really is a little lower in the scale of ezht- 
ence than the Holy Ghest, for alos against the 
former are forgiven, Lut against the latter, 
never; therefore, we can come to thi& conclu- 
sion, tha’ the Lord, when repenting, wes direct- 
ing his attention to the Holy Ghost, anticipating, 
of course, bie forgiveness, 

This passage demonstrates conclusively that the 
Lend aliod«d to was pot all wise, and that he 
could not auccessfully govers that stubborn, sel- 
fish and maliciously Ignorant people ibat were 
udder tbe contro) of Moses, and becoming 
disgusted wb thelr corruption and determioa- 
tian to worebip Idole, he, no doubt, contemplaud 
some evil ln convection with tbem. The nature 
ot that eril, no oae, of course,but himself knows. 
It does seem to us, that, wben the Lord, after 
repeated trials, found that be could not conirot 
to his satisfaction bose whom bo bad relosad 
from Egy plian poodage be should have Invited 
the Moly Ghost to act as his counsel, for he 
certainly le endowed with more wisdom than 
the Lord, for if Dot, how fe it that the sins 
against him are never forgiven, neilber la this 
world nor lu the work to come? 

This passage of Scripture does not refer to the 
God nf the upiveree, Ile who controls every- 
thing throughout the infinite realms of space, 
not a sparrow falling to the ground without His 


potice—it refers io some otber being, for He 


hever can repent, for being all- wise, be can 
make no mistakes. We n nd in the Bible many 
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Iu contradictions, absurd statements, 
ite endorsement of polygamy, and tbe idea beld 
forth therein that an Iofioite God would cater 
to the whims of Abraham, Job or Solomon, is 
foolish in the extreme. It bas nearly bad i 
dey. Tie con of its destiny is about sinking 
[nto obecurity, aod la lu place will rise those 
bes utiful teachings from the intelligencesof the 
Spirit World, none of whom ever saw God or 
tbe Devil, and through whose instrumentality, 
the buman family are instructed’ in those grand 
principles that not only relate to this, but 3 
future lilo.

The above paragraph, which we cut trom a 
Methodis paper published la Tezas givesa 
grepbic picture of a peculiar etate of society. It 
ls with no feelings of exultation, however, that 
we point out tbe many transgressions of the 
mora) and the civil Jawa, by those who ha vo at- 
tached ibemselves to (he various. Orthodox 
Churches, end whose duty it is to expound or 
interpret tbe various passeges of the Bible, and 
endesror to make (bat appear reasooable which 
bears upon its face the evidence of weakness and 
absurdity. We always pi*y that nature, be it Or- 
thodox or otherwise, that will degrade itself by 
& systematic course of bed conduct. It la noi 
generally q sudden impulse that rulos a mas. 
The list of criminals, embracing those who have 
assumed the clerical robe, is fearfully large. and 
ls well calculated to lead one to |zquire which 
is at fault, the buman beart, or the religion 
which it embraces? We would rather throw 
over these clerical digaffaries tbe mantle of 
charity, and encourage them to lead a life of pu- 
rity, thun to exult over that which makes them 
ctiminals io the sight of man and God. We 
teally pity them, acd would lift them up by 
kindness and encouraging words. The mission 
al Spiritualism is to direct i1s attention, to a cer- 
taiu extent, to those who sland nigh io the Or- 
thodox ranks, and ebdcavor to reſurm hem by 
giving them to understand that there is no Sa: 
vior who died lo sare them from s merited pun- 
ishment, but that they slove will be compelled 
to acewer for their mls-deeds, and be punished 
therfor, There ie no method dy which man 
can ricape punisnmeot when he violates a law 
of dod. Teach these Orthodox ministers that 
fact, impress 1t deeply upon their mind, aud it 
will bave a tendency to restrain them from'com- 
mitting such offences as are dally chronicled in 
the press of the laad. The idea that one inno- 
cent being can assume the sips of the gulliy. and 
bear the penalty thereot, ls well calculated to 
affurd & license to sin, and we do bot wonder 
that lazy ministers of tbe gospel, well fed and 
well clothed, petted by their parishoners, should 
be guilty of high crifnea and misjemeaoort.

Seid Jesus went 
the mount to pray, not to scek Moses aod Elias; 
and thought a very impressive evidesce of their 
being cent by tind, was contained in the fact 
that “they appeared there as men,“ so entirely 
in thelr charactere: tcs and se!fbood "that they 
were readily known by the apostles," Perhaps 
he had forgotten, thet, only a few minutes be- 
fore, be had mat contemptunusly stooted the 
ides that ap oki man in a mantie sbo3l4 be con- 
sidered tbe spirit of Samuel. 

It would nnt seem very singular, If he abould 
have some difficulty tn believing that the three 
sogels who came to Abrabam, (Gen. 13) needed 
water to Wash their feet, and fresh veal, bot 
Cakes, butter and milk to est, befure »roceeding 
to visit Lot, where they wasbed their feet and 
ate in like manner. 

He said “not a siogle individual had ever 
been made better by Spiritualism." But bas he 
all knowledge * Abbes be konw the sceret work- 
inge of the sodfiof so many millions ol Spiritual.
